At stake in the nation’s 
first post-Watergate election 
were 35 governorships, 34 
Senate seats and all

D em o c rats 
already dominate the state 
ho u ses, 
32-18,

houses of Congress, 58-42 and 
248-187. 
A UPI survey indicated 
Dem ocrats would gain five 
governorships, five seats in 
the Senate and at least 20 in 
the House 
The consensus of m any 
p re d ic tio n s to co m e out 
during the final weekend of 
the cam paign seemed to be 
that D em ocrats would gain 
about half a dozen gover­ 
norships and Senate seats

A large turnout has tended 
in recent years to favor the 
Democrats, because more 
Americans

with the GOP. But this year 


Republican leaders believe a

They are convinced that 
Republicans staying at hom e 
cost them five of six recent 
special elections for House 
seats long held by the GOP. 
So F o rd ’s m essage w as a 
get out the vote appeal. He 
said polls predicted that only 
40 per cent of the nation’s 145 
million voting age citizens 
would cast ballots.

book “ Stealing " 


During a talk I had with 
Lipm an about Fo rd ’s anti- 
inflation program he told me 
“ 58 per cent of the whole 
work force is stealing.” 
In-house ripoffs, including 
embezzlement, pilfering and 
outright 
theft, add up 
to 
about $10 million a day, or 
more than $3 billion a year 
Furtherm ore, that figure is 
expected to double in the 
next decade. 
The worst part about this, 
from a consumer standpoint. 
is that in-house ripoffs are 
pass-through expenses. 
In other words, what a 
co m p an y 
loses 
to 
light- 
fingered employes it passes 
along to the consumer in the 
form of higher prices.

year, their impact on the 
economy obviously is more 
than considerable.

WASHINGTON ( U P I) - I t 
isn’t hard to figure out that a 
glass 
of 
orange 
juice 
probably is better for you 
than a bottle of soda pop; but 
choosing between two break­ 
fast cereals —say Cream of 
Wheat and Special K —is 
another matter. 
Reading the labels, which 
provide 
an 
increasing 
amount of nutritional 
in­ 
formation, can help. An even 
handier device is a new 
chart which ranks types of 
foods, 
as 
well 
as 
some 
brands, by nutritional value. 
The chart —really a poster 
of the size that might fit on a 
refrigerator door —is being 
turned out by Dr. Michael 
Jacobson as an adjunct to his 
b o o k , 
‘ ‘ N u t r i t i o n 
Scoreboard.” In an easily 
readable, colorful form, it 
contains much of the same 
data found in the book. 
To answer the earlier 
question, Jacobson gives 
Special K a rating of 73, 
outranking Cream of Wheat 
which is listed at 50. The top 
rating goes to Total, at 189. 
Jacobson’s ratings are based 
on the presence of nutrients 
and the lack of sugar or 
“ empty” calories. 
Orange juice is rated 62 
compared to a minus 92 for a 
12-ounce bottle 
of 
pop. 
Among deserts, cantaloupe 
and watermelon draw smiles 
at 96 and 74 respectively, 
while an ice cream soda 
shows up at 
minus 
79. 
Vegetables range from 126 
for collard greens to 7 for 
celery sticks. 
While the whole question 
of nutrition is a subject of 
constant debate, and while 
some 
may 
question 
Jacobson’s 
methods 
as 
sim plistic, 
the 
chart 
nonetheless 
provides 
a 
handy reminder for some 
basic dietary considerations.

That’s because gas 
generally is still cheaper 
than electricity, even though 
the initial investment in a 
gaspowered model may be 
more.
